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MR. QUINCEY’s SPEECH. 





In the H. of Rep. of the U. States, on the 7th inst. 
Mr. Quincey, from Massachusetts, delivered his 
sec ud speech on the Report of the Committee of 
Foreign Relations. The speech is very lengthy. 
He cuncludes as follows.: 


Before I sit down, I feel myself compelled to 
notice some observations, which have been made 
in different quarters of this house on the remarks, 
which atan early stage of this debate, I had the 
hon r of submitung to its consideration. My 
honorable colleague (Mr. Bacon) was pleased to 
represent mé as appealing to the people, over the 
heads of the whole government, against the au- 
thority of alaw, which had not only the sanction 
of ail the legislative branches of the government 
bur also of the judiciary—Sir, I made no such ap- 
peal. I did noc so much as threaten it. I admit- 
ted expressly, the binding authority of the law. 
But I claim a mght which Lever will claim and 
ever will exercise, to urge, on this floor, my opin- 
ion of the unconstitutionality of a law, and my 
reasons for that cpinion, as a valid ground, for its 
repeal. Sir--1 will not only dothis, I will do 
more. Ifa jaw be, in my apprehension, dange- 
rous in its principles, ruinous in its consequences, 
above all, if it be unconstitutional, I will not fail 
in every fair and honorable way, to awaken the 
people to a sense of their peril; and to quicken 
them, by the exercise of their constitutional privi- 
tges, to vindicate themselves and posterity from 
rin. 

My honorable colleague (Mr. Bacon) was also 
pleased to refer to me as a man of divisions and dis- 
tinctions, weging war with adverbs and dealing in fi- 
gures. Sir, 1 am sorry that my honorable colleague 
should stoop * from his pride of place,” at such 
humble game, as my poor style presents to him. 
Certainly, Mr. Speaker, I cannct but confess, that 
“deeming high” of this station, which I hold:— 
standing, as it were, in the awful presence of an 
asst tabled people, I aim more than ordinarily anx- 
tous, on all Occasions, to select the best thoughts, 
Mi My Natrow store house, and to adapt to them, 
the most appropriae dress, in my intellectual ward 
robe. I know not, whether, on this account, I 
am justly obnoxious to the asperity of my honor- 
able colleague. Burton the subject of figures, Mr. 
Speaker, this Lknow, and cannot refrain from as- 
suring thishouse, that as, om the one hand, I shall 
to the extent of my humble talents, aways be am- 
bitions, acd never cease striving, to make a de- 
cent figure on this floor, so on the other, I never 
can beambitious, but on the contrary, shail ever 
strive, chiefly to avoid cutting a figure like my hon- 
crable colleague. 

The gentleman from Georgi*, (Mr. Troup) the 
other day, told this house, that if commerce were 
permitted, such was the 5 a'e of cur fereign rela- 
tons, none but barkrupts wovld carry on trade 
—Sir, the honorabie gentleman has not attained 
cerrect mformation, in this particular. Ido not 
bsheve that I state any thing above the real fact, 
when { Say, that onthe day this legislature assem- 
bled, ore nundred vessels at least, were lying in 
the diferent ports and harbours of New-England, 
loaded, riding at single anchor, ready and anxious 
fer nothing so much, as for your leave to depart. 
Certainly, this does not look much like any dovb’, 
that a field of advantageous commerce would open, 
if you would unbar the door to cur citizens. That 
this was the case in Massachusetts, [ hnow. Be- 


























fore I left that part of the country, Thad several | 


applications from men, who stated that they had 
property im such situations, and soliciting me to 
give them the earliest information of your probable 
policy. The men so applying, Sir, 1 can assure the 
house, were not bankrupts; but intelligent mer- 
chants, shrewed to perceive their true interests ; 
keen to pursue them. The same honorable gentle- 
man was also pleased to speak of **a@ paliry trace 
of potash and ye a and to refer to me, as ‘he 
representative of men, who raised “ dcef and pork 
and butter and cheese, and potatoes and cabbagee * 
Well, Sir, I confess the fact. 1 am the represen- 
tative, in part, of men, the producss of whose in- 
dustry are beef and pork, and bu’ er and cheese 
and potatoes and cabbages. #nd let me rell that 
honorable gentleman, that I would not yie.d the 
honour of representing such men, to be the repre- 
sentative of all the growers of cotton, and rice and 
tobacco and indigo, inthe: whole world. —_ Sir, the 
men, whom I represent, not only raise these hum- 
ble articles. but they do it with the /abor of their own 
bands, with the sweat of thew own brows. And by 
this, their habitual mode of hardy industry, they 
acquire a vogour of nerve, a strength of muscle and 
a spirit and intelligence somewhat characteristic, 
And let me assure that honorable gentleman, that 
the men of whom I speak will not, at his call, nor 
at the invitation of any men, or set of men, from 
his quarter of the union, undertake to ‘* drive one 
another into the ocean.” But on the contrary, when- 
ever they once realize that their rights are invaded, 
they will unite, like a band of brothers, and drive 
their enemies there. 

The honorable gentleman from Kentucky, (Mr. 
Johnson) speaking of the Embargo, said, that this 
was the kind of conflict, which our fathers waged ; 
and my honorable colleague (Mr. Bacon) made a 
poor attempt to confound this policy, with the non- 
intercourse and non-importation agreement of 1774, 
and 1775, Sir, nothing can be more disssimilar. 
The non intercourse and non-importation agree- 
ment of that period, so far from destroying com- 
merce, fostered and encouraged it. The trade with 
Great-Britain, was indeed, voluntarily obstructed, 
but the enterprize of our merchants found out a new 
incentive in the commerce with all the other nations 
of the globe, which succeeded immediately on our 
escape from the monopoly of the mother country. 
Our navigation was never suspended. The field 
of commerce, at that period, so far from being 
blasted by pestiferous regularions, was extended by 
the effect of the restrictions adopted. 

But, let us grant all they assert. Admit, for the 
sake of argument, that the Embargo, which restrains 
us now from communication, with all the world, 1s 
preci.ely synonymous with that non-imtercourse and 
non-importation which restrained us, then, from 
Great-Britain. Suppose the war, which we now 
waze, with that nation, is in €very respect, the 
same, as that, which our fathers waged with her in 
1774. and 1775. Have we from the effects of their 
trial, any lively hope of success, 1m our present ate 
tempt? Did our fathers either effect a change in 
her injurious policy, or prevent « war, by non.im- 
portation and non-intercourse. Sir, they did neith. 
er the one, northe other Her policy was never 
changed, until she had been beaten on our soil, in 
an eight year’s war. Our fathers never relied up- 
on non-intercourse and noa-importation,as measures 
of hostilecoercion. They placed their dependence 
upon them, solely, as means of pacific influence a- 
mong the people of that nation, 


The relation, which this country stood, at that 
time, wit’ regard to Great Britaln, gave a weight 
and a potency to these measures, then, which in 
our recent relations to her we can neither hope, 
nor imagine possible. At that period, we were 
her colonies, a part of her farmily. Qur prosperity 
was essentially hors. So it was avowed, in this 





country. 
Every refusal of intercourse, which had a tendency 











So it was admitted in Great Brirain- 


to show the importance of these, them, colonies to 
the parent country ; of the part, to the whole, was 
a nacural and a wise means of giving weight to 
our remonstrances. We preteaded not to controul 


but to influence, by making her feel our :mportance. 


In this attempt, we excited no national pride, om 
the other side of the Atlantic. Our success was no 
national degradiion, forthe more we developed 
our resources and relative weight, the more we dis- 
covered the strength and resources of the British 
piwer. We were, then, component parts of it 
All the measures of the colonies, antecedent to the 


decisration of independence, had this princyple for 


its basis. As such non-importation and non-inter- 


course were adopted, in this country. As’ such 


they met the co-operation of the patriots ot Great 
Britain, who deemed themselves deviating from 
none of their natio al du ies, when they avowed 
themselves the allies of American patriors to drive 
through the influence of the loss of our trade, the 
ministry from their places or their measures. 
those patriots did co-cporate with our tathers and 
that openly, in exciting discontent, under the effect 
of our non-intercourse agreements. In so doing, 
they failed in none of their obligarions to ‘heir 
sovereign. Inno nation, can it ever be a failure of 
duty to maintain, that the safety of the wnole de- 
pends on preserving its due wright, to e-ery part. 
Yet, notwithstanding, the natural and little su:pi- 
cious use of these instruments of influence, notwith- 
standing the zeal of the American people coincided 
with the views of the congress, and a mighty party 
existed in Great Britain openly leagued wih our 
fathers, to give weight effect to their measures 
they did not effect the purposes, for which they 
were put into operation he British policy was 
not abandoned. War was not prevented. How, 
then, can any encouragement be drawn, from that 
precedent, to support us under the privations of the 
present system of commercial suspension? Can 
any nation admit that the trade ef another is so 
important to her welfare, as that, on its being 
withdrawn, any obnox:ou; policy must be abardon- 
ed, without atthe same time admitting that she 
is no longer independent ’ Sir, I could indeed wish 
that it were in our power, to regulate, not only 
Great Britain, but tue whole world by opering, or 
closing our ports. It would he a glorious thing for 
our country to possess such a mighty weapon of 
offence. But, acting in a public capacity, with the 
high responsibilities, resu.ting from the great inter- 
ests, dependant upon my decision, I cannot yield 
to the wishes of love sick patriars, or the visions of 
teeming enthusiasts I must see the adequacy of 
means to their ends. 1 must see, not merely that 
it is very desirable that Great Britain should be 
brought to our feet, by this embargo, bur that 
there is some likelihood of such a cowstquence, to 
the measure; before I can concur, in that waiversal 
distress and ruin, which, if much longer continued 
will inevitably result frum it. Since then every 
d.ctate of sense and reflection convinces me of the 
utter futility of this system. as a mean of coercion 
on Great Britain, f shail not hesitate to urge its 
abandonment. No, Sir, not even, although like 
others, I should be assailed, by all the terrors of the 
outcry of Britsh influence. 


Really, Mr. Speaker, I know not how to ex>ress 
the shame and disgust, with which Iam filled, 
when I hear language of this kind cast out upon 
the floor, and thrown into the faces of men, stand- 
ing justly at nv mean heighth, io the confidence of 
theircountrymen. Sir, I did, indeed know that 
such vulgar asnersions were circulating among the 
lower passions of our nature. Iknew that such® 
vile substances were ever tempering berween the 
paws of some printers devil. 1 kuew that foil ex- 


halations, like these, daily rose, ia our citjes,and 
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crept along the just_as high as the spirits 
of “lasnblsck eT esline all could elevate ; falling 
soon, by native baseness, into oblivien, in the jakes. 
T knew, too,that this species of party insinuation, 
was amighty engine, in this quarter of the coun- 
try, on an election day, played off, from the top of 
% Stump, or the top oF a ead while the gin cir- 
calated, while barbecue was roasting, in those hap- 
py, fraternal, associations and consecrations, when 
those who ,» utter withoat responsibility, and 
those, who , hear without scrutiny. But lirtie 
did 1 chink, that such odious shapes would dare (o 
obtrude themselves on this national floor, among 
honorabie ; the select representatives, the con- 
fidential f ¥ a wise, a thoughtfal aad virtuous 
people. 1 want language to express my contempt 
and indignation, at the sight. ) 

' So far as respects the attempts which 
have been made to cast such aspersions on 
that part of the country which I have the 
honor to represent, I beg this honorable 
house to rstand, that so long as they, 
who circulate such insinuations, deal only in 


generals. and touch not particulars, they 


may gain, among the ignorant and the stu- 


pid, a vacant and a staring audience, but 
when once these suggestions are brought to 
bear upon those individuals, who, in New- 
tngland, have, naturally, the confidence of 
their countrymen, there is no power in 
these calumnies. 

The men, who how lead the influcnces 
of that country, andin whose councils the 
people, on the day, when the tempest shall 
come, will seek refuge, are men, whose 
stake is in the soil, whose interests are in- 
dentified with those of the mass of. their 
brethren, whose private lives and public sa- 
crifices present a never failing antidote to 
the poison of malicious invectives. On 
such men, Sir, party spirit, may, indeed, 
Cast its odious filth, but there isa polish, 
in their virtues, to which no such slime can 
adhere. hey are owners of the soil ; re- 
al yeomanry ; many of them nien, who 
ledin the councils of our country, in the 
dark day, which preceded national indepen- 
dence ; many of them, men, who, like my 
honourable friend, from Connecticut, on 
my left, (Col. Talmadge) stood foremost, on 


‘ the perilous edge of battle; making their 


breasts, inthe day of danger, a bulwark, 
for their country. True it is, Mr. Speaker, 


"there is another and a much more nutfierous 


class composed of such, as through defect 
of age, can claim no share, in the glories 
ofour revolution; such, as have not yet 


been blest with the happy opportunity of 


“ playing the man” for their coutitry ;— 
Gencrous sons of illustrious sires—Men, 
not to be deterred, from fuliilling the high 


obligations they owe to this people, by the 


a of these fdul and offensive weapons— 
h who, with little experience of their 


_ own to boast, will fly to the tombs of their 


fathers, and questioning, concerning their 


_ duties, the spirit which hovers there, will 


no more shrink from maintaining thcir na- 
tive rights, through fear of the sharpness 
of malevolent tongues, than they will, if 
put to the trial, shrink from defending them, 
through fear for the sharpness of their en- 
emies’ swords.

VALEDICTORY ADDRESS, 
To the People of the County of Columbia. 


Amongst you I made my first appearance 
on the political stage. With little else than 
my profession and my principles, 1 com- 
menced the business of a public journalist 
in this county, nearly eight years ago. 
I cannot, therefore, transfer my lubers to 
another part of the state, without first taking 
my leave of you with some little formality. 

To my Friends.-—\V ere | to estimate my 
merits, according to the patronage and 
countenance I have received from you, I 
should find enough to flatter my vanity. 
But this would not be a fair calculation. 
To your zeal and fidelity in a good cause, 
must, ina great measure, be attributed, 
the support and encouragement which you 
have given to one of its humble advocates. 
Still I have a thousand personal favors to be 
thankful for—a thousand acts of friendship 
to cherish in my memory. Here I have 
no reference to the every-day good offices 
which pass between man and man. In ad- 
versity I have tvied your friendship. It in- 
creased with the occasion; and when most 
wanted, it was most ardent. When I was 
beset by persecution, you sustained me, 
with a warmth and fidelity that can never be 
forgotten—and which can never be remem- 
bered but with the most heartfelt grati- 
tude.* | 

Anxious as I am sensible you must feel 
to know the result of those prosecutions (or 
rather frersecutions) which called forth your 
generous aid, I will take this opportunity 
to give you satisfactory information on the 
subject. On. the trial, you all remem- 
ber, I was not allowed to give the truth in 
evidence—nor was the jury permitted to 
judge of the law as well as the fact. On 
these grounds, my counsel moved fora 
new trial. The court was divided on the 
question (there being a vacancy on the 
bench) and the motion was accordingly lost. 
Before gentence was passed, however, the 
legislature interfered, and passed an act, 
declaring that the truth should be admitted 
in evidence on all trials for libels, and that 
the jury should judge both of the law and 
the fact. Upon this, the supreme court 
awarded mea new trial, under the provi- 
sions ofthe new law. From that day to 
this, my friends, I have heard nothing of 
the prosecution: In this case, asin every 
other, the advocates of Mr. Jefferson have 
adandoned their libel suits, rather than give 
the defendants a chance to prove their char- 
ges.

ascribed to my want of powers, and not to 
my lack of disposition. It isto mea proud 
reflection, that I have been deemed by you 
an object of sufficient magnitude, to call 
out the united efforts of your whole host, 
to ruin me and destroy my press. ‘To the 
renowned phalanx who aided and abetted 
the glorious work, from the high officer of 
government to the supple grand-jurors and 
cringing shoe-boys, who were obedient to 
his nod, I tender “the homage of my con-

Siate sovereignty —The sovereignty. of 
the individual states, . in the convention 
which formed the Constitution of the Uni- 
ted States, became the subject of much e- 
laborate discussion, and was finally agreed 
to. .

If either position be 
supportable, the President has neglected 
to assign them asthe ground of his con- 
duct. And itis evident from the constt- 
tution, that the President has no authority 
to callupon the militia, unless itis in case of 
insurrection or invasion ; and if there is no 
insurrection, and no invasion is menaced ; if 
the President calls upon the militia without
